When the horrible cloud arose it was discov- 
ered tho explosion occurred aj-the brick busi- 
ness block of, F. M. On, occupied uy him on 
tbe first floor as a stovo »nd tin store and In 
the second and third stories wis used for 
tenement apartments. Ills block was levelled 
to the ground and two biick blocks on each 
side succumbed to the shock, while others 
further away were shattered and riddled «nd 
badly Injured. 


In a few moments flames arose from 
the 


ruins. So much excitement prevailed that 
the firo gained so much headway as lo nearly 
consume the ruins and burned two houses 
before It was got under control, -Meanwhile 
the scene-was-harrowing-in-lbe extreme. - It 
was known that six or more people were 
killed or were then imprisoned In tho debris 
and would perish, by fire. F. M. Orr, Elmer 
Orr, his son, Mis. Homer Highland, a daugh- 
ter, tin. Frank Evans, and two children aged 
2 years and 4 months were known to have 
been In tbe building at the time of tbe explo- 
sion. These all perl.hed. Mr. Orr and his 
son wereO ith spoken, to-vhllo confined nader 
tbe debris but were burned to death. These 
bwdlei were all recovered at ten o'clock to-
